Suspect in DC killings had help as he fled, officials say

The weeklong hunt for a 
man wanted in the killings 
of four people in a Wash¬ 
ington mansion tracked 
through Maryland, New 
York and Maryland again, 
before ending Thursday 
night near where it began, 
when the suspect and a 
group of his friends were 
caught on a Washington 
street. 

Investigators have said 
little about why they be¬ 
lieve that Daron D. Wint 
bound, bludgeoned and 
stabbed three members of 
the Savopoulos family and 
their housekeeper before 
setting the house on fire, 
whether any accomplices 
were involved or what Wint 
and his friends were doing 
when they were arrested. 
But it is clear, investigators 
said, that he had help from 
a number of people as he 
tried to stay ahead of the 
search for him. 

The family lived in an art- 


filled, multimillion-dollar 
home in the Woodley Park 
neighborhood, near the 
official residence of the 
vice president. When fire 
gutted the house on May 


14, investigators made a 
grisly discovery inside: the 
bodies of Savvas Savo¬ 
poulos, 46; his wife, Amy, 
47; their son, Philip, 10; and 
the housekeeper, Veralicia 
Figueroa, 57. 


After the killings, the Savo¬ 
poulos’ blue Porsche 911 
turned up in a church 
parking lot in suburban 
Maryland, also burned. 
On Wednesday, investiga¬ 


tors with the U.S. Marshals 
Service’s Capital Area Re¬ 
gional Fugitive Task Force, 
which includes 40 federal, 
state and local agencies, 
said that they traced Wint, 
34, to his girlfriend’s apart¬ 


ment in Brooklyn, New 
York, but that he had fled - 
possibly tipped off by news 
reports that he was being 
hunted - and the task force 
just missed him. 

A day later, the task force 
traced Wint to a Howard 
Johnson Express Inn, in Col¬ 
lege Park, Maryland; of¬ 
ficials would not say how. 
While some members of 
the team were trying to fig¬ 
ure out what room he was 
in, other members spotted 
Wint in the parking lot, sit¬ 
ting in a white Chevrolet 
Cruze sedan, and saw that 
he had company. Two 
women got into the car, 
one of them driving, inves¬ 
tigators said, and two men 
apparently linked to them 
got into a box truck. 

Unsure what kind of dan¬ 
ger Wint and his friends 
posed, investigators decid¬ 
ed not to try to arrest them 
where bystanders might 
get hurt, said Dave Oney, 
a spokesman for the Mar¬ 
shals Service. The car and 


the box truck drove away, 
the occupants apparently 
unaware that a sizable 
force was following them. 
Around 11 p.m., the task 
force closed in, on a quiet 
stretch of Rhode Island Av¬ 
enue N.E., near 10th Street, 
barely three miles from the 
Savopoulos home. 

“They found a safe place 
to do a tactical stop, 
where they pin the cars 
in,” Oney said. “There were 
more than 20 cars from 
several different agen¬ 
cies, and a helicopter from 
Prince George’s County.” 
Police officers and federal 
agents quickly surrounded 
the two vehicles, and the 
occupants surrendered 
peacefully; Oney said no 
weapons were found. 
The four people with Wint, 
whose names have not 
been released, were also 
arrested, but have not yet 
been charged. Wint has 
been charged with first-de¬ 
gree felony murder while 
armed. □

Visting synagogue, Obama restates his commitment to Israel

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama on Friday 
sought to reassure Ameri¬ 
can Jews that he loves 
and supports Israel, taking 
to the bimah for a fence- 
mending speech after a 
season of tension rooted in 
his push for a nuclear deal 
with Iran. 

Calling himself an “honor¬ 
ary member of the tribe,” 
Obama told attendees in 
the packed sanctuary at 
Adas Israel, a large Conser¬ 
vative congregation about 
three miles from the White 
House, that the United 
States had an “enduring 
friendship with the people 
of Israel” and “unbreak¬ 
able bonds with the state 
of Israel” that could never 
be weakened. 


“Our commitment to Isra¬ 
el’s security and my com¬ 
mitment to Israel’s security 
is, and always will be, un¬ 
shakable,” said Obama, 
who wore a white skullcap 
for the occasion. 

The visit was billed as a way 
to celebrate Jewish Ameri¬ 
can Heritage Month and 
an initiative to combat an¬ 
ti-Semitism called Solidarity 
Shabbat. 

But it was also the presi¬ 
dent’s latest effort to 
bridge a rift between the 
administration and some 
Jewish leaders that has 
been worsened by his di¬ 
visions with Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu of 
Israel over both the agree¬ 
ment with Iran and a two- 
state solution to the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict. 

“When I hear some people 


say that disagreements 
over policy belie a general 
lack of support of Israel, I 
must object, and I object 
forcefully," Obama said. 
But he said he was unwill¬ 
ing to “paper over differ¬ 
ences.” 

“It is precisely because I 
care so deeply about the 
state of Israel,” he said, 
“that I feel a responsibil¬ 
ity to speak out honestly 
about what I think would 
lead to long-term security 
and to the preservation of 
a true democracy in the 
Jewish homeland, and I 
believe that’s two states for 
two peoples, Israel and Pal¬ 
estine, living side by side,” 
peacefully and securely. 
The president used the 
roughly 30-minute speech 
to defend his quest for a 
deal to restrain Iran’s abil¬

ity to acquire a nuclear 
weapon, vowing that he 
would reject a “bad deal" 
or one that failed to meet 
his objective of cutting off 
Tehran’s pathways to de¬ 
veloping a bomb, and ar¬ 


guing that such a deal was 
in Israel's best security inter¬ 
ests. 

Above all, Obama said, 
“the people of Israel must 
always know: America has 
its back.” □ 


Obama signs bill giving Congress 
a say over the Iran nuclear deal

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Though he once vigorously 
opposed its involvement. 
President Barack Obama 
signed legislation Friday 
that gives the U.S. Congress 
the power to review and 
potentially reject a nuclear 
deal with Iran. 

Achieving a deal with Iran 
is a central element of 
Obama’s foreign policy 
ambitions, 

and the new law imposes 
conditions on his ability to 
act on his own. He signed 
the measure without cer¬ 
emony Friday at the White 
House. 

Negotiators from the U.S., 
China, 

France, Russia, Great Brit¬ 
ain and Germany are seek¬ 
ing a deal with Tehran by 
the end of June. Israel and 
some Persian Gulf nations 
worry Iran is simply delaying 


its nuclear ambitions to get 
economic sanctions lifted. 
The legislation would bar 
Obama from waiving con¬ 
gressional sanctions for at 
least 30 days while lawmak¬ 
ers examine any final deal. 
Congress would have to 
pass a resolution of disap¬ 
proval to reject an agree¬ 
ment, an action Obama 
likely would veto. 

Obama had initially threat¬ 
ened to veto legislation 
that placed conditions that 
Iran would never accept. 
On Friday, speaking to 
a Jewish congregation 
in Washington, Obama 
sought to offer assurances 
that he wanted an iron¬ 
clad compact. 

“I will not accept a bad 
deal,” he said. 

“This deal will have my 
name on it, so nobody has 
a bigger personal stake in 
making sure that it delivers 
on its promise.”□

WASHINGTON (AP) — For¬ 
mer Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
received information on 
her private email server 
about the deadly attack 
on U.S. diplomatic facilities 
in Benghazi that has now 
been classified. 

The email in question, for¬ 
warded to Clinton, the pre¬ 
sumed Democratic presi¬ 
dential candidate in 2016, 
by her deputy chief of staff, 
Jake Sullivan, relates to re¬ 
ports of arrests in Libya of 
possible suspects in the at¬ 
tack in which four Ameri¬ 
cans were killed. 

Because the information 
was not classified at the 
time the email was sent, no 
laws were violated. But Fri¬ 
day’s redaction shows that 
Clinton received informa¬ 
tion considered sensitive 
on her unsecured personal 
server, which came to light 
just as she was beginning 
her presidential campaign. 
Clinton, campaigning in 


the early primary voting 
state of New Hampshire, 
said Friday she was aware 
that the FBI wanted some 
of the email to be classified, 
“but that doesn't change 
the fact all of the informa¬ 
tion in the emails was han¬ 
dled appropriately.” 

Asked if she was con¬ 
cerned it was on a private 
server, she replied, “No.” 
The information was not 
classified at the time the 
email was sent but was up¬ 
graded from “unclassified" 
to “secret” on Friday at the 
request of the FBI, accord¬ 
ing to State Department of¬ 
ficials, speaking on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
they weren't authorized to 
discuss the decision. They 
said 23 words of the Nov. 
18, 2012, message were 
redacted from Friday's re¬ 
lease of 296 emails totaling 
896 pages to protect in¬ 
formation that could harm 
national security and dam¬ 
age foreign relations. 
Officials who received the 
email have been informed 
that the 23 words are now 


classified as “secret” and 
that they should take ap¬ 
propriate measures to pro¬ 
tect it in any files they may 
have, the officials said. 

No other redactions were 
made to the collection of 
Benghazi-related emails for 
classification reasons, the 


officials said. 

They added that the Jus¬ 
tice Department had not 
raised classification con¬ 
cerns about the now-re¬ 
dacted 1 1/2 lines when 
the documents were 
turned over to the special 
House committee looking 


into the Benghazi attack in 
February. The committee 
retains a complete copy of 
the email, the officials said. 
The email containing the 
now-classified information 
is at the end of a chain of 
communication that origi¬ 
nated with Bill Roebuck. □ 
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California OKs offer of voluntary water cuts by farmers

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 

— California regulators on 
Friday accepted a historic 
offer by farmers to make a 
25 percent voluntary water 
cut to avoid deeper man¬ 
datory losses during the 
drought. 

Officials with the state 
Water Resources Con¬ 
trol Board made the an¬ 
nouncement involving 
farmers in the delta of the 
Sacramento and San Joa¬ 
quin rivers who hold some 
of California's strongest 
water rights. 

The several hundred farm¬ 
ers made the offer after 
state officials warned they 
were days away from or¬ 
dering some of the first 
cuts in more than 30 years 
to the senior water rights 
holders. 

California water law is built 
around preserving the wa¬ 
ter claims of those rights 
holders. The threat of state 
cuts is a sign of the wors¬ 
ening impacts of the four- 
year drought. 

The state already has man¬ 
dated 25 percent conser¬ 
vation by cities and towns 
and curtailed water deliv¬ 


eries to many farmers and 
communities. 

The most arid winter on re¬ 
cord for the Sierra Nevada 
snowpack means there 
will be little runoff this sum¬ 
mer to feed California's 
rivers, reservoirs and irriga¬ 
tion canals. As of Thursday, 
the U.S. Drought Monitor 


rated 94 percent of Cali¬ 
fornia in severe drought or 
worse. 

About 350 farmers turned 
out Thursday at a farmers’ 
grange near Stockton to 
talk over the delta farm¬ 
ers’ bid to stave off deeper 
cuts. 

“That doesn’t necessar¬ 


ily mean they’ll all partici¬ 
pate” in the proposed vol¬ 
untary cutbacks, said Mi¬ 
chael George, the state’s 
water master for the delta. 
But based on the farmers’ 
comments, George said, 
he believed many will. 
Under the deal, delta 
farmers would have until 


June 1 to lay out how they 
will use 25 percent less wa¬ 
ter during what typically is 
a rain-free four months until 
September. The delta is the 
heart of the water system 
in California, with miles of 
rivers interlacing fecund 
farmland. It supplies wa¬ 
ter to 25 million California 
residents and vast regions 
of farmland that produces 
nearly half of the fruits, nuts 
and vegetables grown in 
the U.S. Agriculture experts, 
however, say they would 
expect only modest imme¬ 
diate effects on food pric¬ 
es from any reduction in 
water to the senior water- 
rights holders. Other states 
will be able to make up 
the difference if California 
moves away from low-prof¬ 
it crops, economists say. 
State officials initially 
said they would also an¬ 
nounce the first cuts of 
the four-year drought to 
senior rights holders on Fri¬ 
day. Water regulators said 
Thursday, however, that 
the announcement involv¬ 
ing farmers and others in 
the watershed of the San 
Joaquin River would be 
delayed until at least next 
week.Q

2 men arrested in California in 
Islamic State terrorism probe

SANTA ANA, Calif. (AP) — 

Two California men arrest¬ 
ed by the FBI wanted to 
join the Islamic State group 
and bought a plane ticket 
for one of them to travel to 
Turkey with the hope of be¬ 
coming a martyr, federal 
prosecutors said Friday. 

The U.S. attorney's office 
charged 24-year-olds Nad¬ 
er Elhuzayel and Muhanad 
Badawi with conspiring to 
provide material support to 
a terrorism group. The men 
are expected to make a 
court appearance Friday 
afternoon in Santa Ana. 
Elhuzayel was taken into 
custody at Los Angeles 
International Airport, and 
Badawi was arrested late 
Thursday in Anaheim, 
where both men live, au¬ 
thorities said. The two men 
discussed their support for 
the Islamic State on social 
media and in conversa¬ 


tion, saying it would be 
a blessing to join the fight 
and die on the battlefield, 
prosecutors said in a com¬ 
plaint. About two weeks 
later, Badawi let Elhuzay¬ 
el use his debit card to buy 
a one-way Tel Aviv, Israel- 
bound plane ticket with a 
six-hour layover in Istanbul, 
Turkey, the complaint said. 
Elhuzayel had met a Pal¬ 
estinian woman on the In¬ 
ternet he planned to marry 
who shared his support of 
the Islamic State group, 
according to the com¬ 
plaint. Badawi told anoth¬ 
er man about Elhuzayel’s 
plan, saying “I’m gonna 
join soon. I don't know how 
soon, but I will go,” the 
complaint said. 

After his arrest, Elhuzayel 
told authorities he was 
planning on getting off the 
plane in Turkey and trav¬ 
eling to fight with the Is¬ 
lamic State, the complaint 
saidO

Cconsumer prices ticking up as Fed weighs first rate hike 


very low. Consumer prices 
are down 0.2 percent from 
12 months ago, reflecting 
a nearly 20 percent drop 
in energy prices. And even 
with the April increase, 
core prices are up a mod¬ 
erate 1.8 percent from a 
year ago. 

But analysts noted price 
increases in a number of 
areas in April. In addition 
to medical costs, the price 


of used cars, household fur¬ 
nishings and rent payments 
all climbed last month. 
“While inflation is not a ma¬ 
jor concern, the pattern of 
prices is changing,” said 
Joel Naroff, chief econo¬ 
mist at Naroff Economic 
Advisors. “It used to be 
hard to find any category 
where costs were going 
up but now the opposite is 
true. Most categories are 


posting increases." 

In April, gasoline prices on 
a seasonally adjusted basis 
fell 1.7 percent after hav¬ 
ing posted increases in the 
past two months. The na¬ 
tionwide average for gaso¬ 
line is currently $2.73, ac¬ 
cording to the AAA Daily 
Fuel Gauge. While that is 
up 27 cents from a month 
ago, it is still 91 cents below 
the level a year ago.Q

WASHINGTON (AP) — Core 
consumer prices outside 
of food and energy post¬ 
ed the biggest increase in 
April in more than a year, 
suggesting that an improv¬ 
ing U.S. economy is finally 
starting to lift prices. 

That could prompt the 
Federal Reserve to start 
raising interest rates later 
this year. 

Overall consumer prices 
edged up 0.1 percent for 
the third straight climb, the 
Labor Department said Fri¬ 
day. Overall gains were 
held back by a 1.3 percent 
drop in energy costs. 

But excluding food and en¬ 
ergy, core inflation rose 0.3 
percent in April, marking 
the biggest one-month in¬ 
crease since January 2013. 
That means core inflation 
has risen at an annual rate 
of 2.6 percent over the past 
three months — the fastest 
pace in four years. 

Paul Ashcroft, chief U.S. 
economist at Capital Eco¬ 
nomics, said while overall 


inflation still remains very 
low, the trend in core prices 
is likely to spark concerns at 
the central bank. The Fed 
has kept interest rates at 
ultra-low levels for the past 
six years to help the econ¬ 
omy recover from a deep 
recession. 

“The Fed can't wait forever 
before beginning to raise 
interest rates,” Ashcroft 
said, agreeing with many 
other economists that the 
Fed will likely start raising 
rates in September. 

The increase in the core 
rate was driven by a 0.7 
percent surge in medical 
costs, reflecting higher hos¬ 
pital charges. 

Jennifer Lee, senior econo¬ 
mist at BMO Capital Mar¬ 
kets, said that both overall 
inflation and core prices 
have accelerated modest¬ 
ly over the past six months. 
“This suggests that although 
inflation remains very tame, 
economic growth, sporad¬ 
ic as it is,... is helping prices 
stabilize instead of fall," Lee 
said in a note to clients. 
Overall inflation still remains

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — The 

Saudi-led coalition on Fri¬ 
day launched heavy air¬ 
strikes against Shiite rebels 
in Yemen, targeting camps 
and weapons depots in 
the rebel-held capital, as 
a U.N. agency said some 
234 children were killed in 
violence over the past two 
months. 

Residents of Sanaa awoke 
to the sound of explo¬ 
sions early Friday morning 
as warplanes targeted 
weapons caches in No- 
qum mountain, sending up 


bursts of flames and col¬ 
umns of smoke. 

As night fell over Sanaa Fri¬ 
day night, another set of 
airstrikes across the capital 
sent residents scrambling 
for shelter. Witnesses told 
The Associated Press the 
airstrikes were among the 
most extensive and power¬ 
ful since the beginning of 
the coalition campaign on 
March 26. 

Airstrikes also targeted the 
rebels, known as Houthis, in 
their northern home base 
of Saada province. Wit¬ 
nesses described seeing 
Apache helicopters flying 


overhead that appeared 
to be targeting rebel vehi¬ 
cles. All witnesses spoke on 
condition of anonymity out 
of concern for their safety. 
Yemen's war pits forces 
loyal to the country’s ex¬ 


iled president against the 
Houthis and allied military 
units. In Saada province 
on Friday, a new front in 
the war appeared to have 
opened as heavily armed 
pro-government tribes¬ 


men began advancing on 
the city of Saada — the 
capital of Saada province 
and the stronghold of the 
Houthi rebels, according to 
military officials and tribes¬ 
men. 

The Houthis have occa¬ 
sionally carried out cross- 
border attacks from Saa¬ 
da, which borders Saudi 
Arabia. Yahia al-Qahtani, 
the spokesman for the Sau¬ 
di civil defense authority in 
the southern Saudi border 
region of Jizan, said on Fri¬ 
day that a child was killed 
and three other children 
wounded when missiles 
from inside Yemen struck 
their village a day earlier. 
Elsewhere, Yemeni secu¬ 
rity officials said three sus¬ 
pected al-Qaida mem¬ 
bers were killed in a drone 
strike on their vehicle in 
the southern province of 
Shabwa. □ 
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IS loyalists claim Saudi mosque attack

RIYADH, Saudi Arabia (AP) 
— A suicide bomber killed 
at least 19 people Friday 
in a blast inside a Shiite 
mosque in eastern Saudi 
Arabia as worshippers 
commemorated the 7th 
century birth of a revered 
figure, residents and offi¬ 
cials said. 

Loyalists of the extremist Is¬ 
lamic State group claimed 
responsibility for the at¬ 
tack— the second against 
Shiites in the kingdom in 
six months. In November, 
the extremist Islamic State 
group was accused of be¬ 
ing behind the shooting 


and killing of eight worship¬ 
pers in the eastern Saudi 
Arabian village of al-Ahsa. 
Despite a string of IS-relat- 
ed attacks over the past 
several months that have 
also targeted police, Fri¬ 
day’s suicide bombing ap¬ 
pears to be the deadliest 
in the country in nearly a 
decade. 

Habib Mahmoud, man¬ 
aging editor for the state- 
linked Al-Sharq newspaper 
in Qatif, said that the local 
Red Crescent authorities 
confirmed to him that 19 
people had been killed 
and 28 wounded. 

Saudi Arabia’s Interior Min¬ 
istry has not released its 
count for the number of 


dead and wounded, but 
said that a suicide bomber 
who hid explosives under 
his clothes was behind 
the attack. Interior Minis¬ 
try spokesman Maj. Gen. 
Mansour al-Turki said that 
the attacker struck the 
Imam Ali mosque in a vil¬ 
lage called al-Qudeeh. 

In a statement distributed 
on Twitter feeds linked to 
IS group loyalists, a group 
purporting to be the IS 
branch in Saudi Arabia is¬ 
sued the claim. It could 
not be independently con¬ 
firmed if the new group ac¬ 
tually has operational links 
to the Islamic State group, 
which is based in Syria and 
Iraq.Q

IS captures Iraqi 
city, purges foes 
within Palmyra

BAGHDAD (AP) — Islam¬ 
ic State group militants 
searched through the Syr¬ 
ian town of Palmyra for 
government troops and 
fighters, using lists of names 
and informers to track 
them down and shoot¬ 
ing some in the head on 
the spot, activists said Fri¬ 
day, estimating at least 
150 have been killed in the 
past two days. 

The purge was part of a 
clampdown by the extrem¬ 
ist group to solidify its grip 
on the town since over¬ 
running it late Wednesday. 
The militants have also im¬ 
posed a curfew from 5 p.m. 
until sunrise and banned 
people from leaving town 
until Saturday morning to 
ensure none of the gov¬ 
ernment figures they seek 
manage to escape, activ¬ 
ists and officials said. 

The door-to-door hunt for 
opponents was similar to a 
purge the militants carried 
out in the Iraqi city of Ra- 
madi after capturing it last 
week. 

“The search is going from 
house to house, shop to 
shop and people on the 
streets have to show iden¬ 
tity cards,” said Osama al- 
Khatib, an activist from Pal¬ 
myra who is currently in Tur¬ 
key. Al-Khatib last contact¬ 
ed his friends and relatives 
in Palmyra on Friday morn¬ 
ing before the government 
cut off all land and cellular 
telephones as well as Inter¬ 
net service in the town. 

IS fighters have also de¬ 
tained dozens of suspects 
after seizing Palmyra, 
which is home to one of the 
Middle East’s most famous 
archaeological sites, activ¬ 
ists and officials said. □ 
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Cameron: Tough times for EU ahead of UK membership vote 


RIGA, Latvia (AP) — Brit¬ 
ish Prime Minister David 
Cameron set off Friday on 
a whirlwind campaign to 
change the way the Euro¬ 
pean Union is run, warning 
of a rough road ahead to 
achieve the reform need¬ 
ed to keep his country from 
leaving. 

Ever the halfheart¬ 
ed EU member, Britain now 
wants to cut back the po¬ 
litical powers the EU has 
over member states on 
sensitive issues like welfare 
and immigration. 

Cameron has pledged to 
hold a national vote before 
the end of 2017 on whether 
Britain should leave the EU. 
If there is no reform, he has 
indicated there could be a 
Brexit, the term for a poten¬ 
tial British exit. 

“I’ve always said that if 
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British Prime Minister David Cameron speaks during a media 
conference at the conclusion of the Eastern Partnership summit 
in Riga, Latvia on Friday, May 22, 2015.

I don’t get what I think I 
need, I rule nothing out,” 
Cameron said Friday. 

But no other nation is ac¬ 
tively seeking such pro¬ 
found change, and many 
maintain that a united 
voice and common poli¬ 
cies are the way ahead. 

“I am not going to say I 
was met with a wall of love 
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when I arrived,” Cameron 
said. 

In his first meeting 
with EU counterparts since 
his election victory earlier, 
Cameron said his reform 
drive will certainly stir up 
emotions. 

“One day you are going to 
hear this is possible. Then 
you are going to hear that 
it’s completely impossible. 
You hear the Germans say 
‘no’ and the French say 
‘yes,’ and the Italians say. 
You’re going to hear loads 
of stuff,” he said. 

He has already had sev¬ 
eral bilateral meetings at 
the EU-Eastern Partnership 
summit and will visit French 
President Francois Hol- 
lande Thursday and Ger¬ 
man Chancellor Angela 
Merkel next Friday. 

The issue is one of the most 
important facing his gov¬ 
ernment in the next five 
years and will likely start 
to increasingly affect the 
workings of the EU. 

Some EU leaders have ac¬ 
knowledged they share 
some of his concerns, but 
have insisted that allow¬ 
ing people to travel freely 
across the EU’s 28 nations 
remains a cornerstone of 


their policies, whatever the 
British objections. 

“Freedom of movement is 
the core value of the Eu¬ 
ropean Union,” Lithuanian 
President Dalia Grybaus- 
kaite said. 

Cameron said the issue 
was not so much people 
coming to Britain as them 
getting access to the wel¬ 
fare system too easily, and 
that Europe must be able 
to address it. 

Hollande said it is up to Brit¬ 
ain to do the heavy lifting 
if it wants to push through 
change. 

“We ask for nothing. Eu¬ 
rope is not concerned by a 
vote," the French president 
said. 

Britain’s industry and ser¬ 
vices sector stands to lose 
billions in trade if the coun¬ 
try leaves the EU. Europe 
would also lose if Britain 
departs, leaving the conti¬ 
nent with much less diplo¬ 
matic and military clout. 

“In the end, it is in every¬ 
body's interest” to avoid 
a breakup, Cameron said. 
“Britain benefits from be¬ 
ing in a reformed EU. But I 
think a reformed European 
Union will benefit from hav¬ 
ing Britain in it.”Q 


Dutch government: 

Limited ban on face-covering clothing probed

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — The Dutch govern¬ 
ment announced plans Fri¬ 
day to introduce a limited 
ban on “face-covering 
clothing,” widely interpret¬ 
ed as a new attempt to 
outlaw burqas, the head- 
to-toe Islamic robe worn 
by only a few hundred 
women in this European 
nation of 17 million. 

Prime Minister Mark Rutte 
said his ruling coalition 
has drawn up a proposal 
aimed at banning people 


from wearing clothing that 
obscures the face on pub¬ 
lic transport and in schools, 
government buildings and 
medical institutions. The 
proposal will be sent to a 
panel of legal advisers for 
assessment. The panel, 
the Council of State, was 
heavily critical in 2012 of 
an attempt by the govern¬ 
ment to ban burqas, say¬ 
ing it breached religious 
freedom provisions in the 
Dutch constitution. 

Rutte insisted the latest 
move is not targeting any 
particular religious group 


and will not go as far as the 
earlier attempt at a gen¬ 
eral ban on burqas. 

“It has nothing to do with 
religion or what people do 
in their own homes," he 
said. 

Interior Minister Ronald 
Plasterk said people “can 
still walk along the street in 
a burqa,” but added they 
would have to remove it to 
get onto a bus.

country’s currency lost a 
quarter of its value over the 
last eight days. 

The site’s app has become 
so ubiquitous that every¬ 
one in smartphone-ob¬ 
sessed Caracas seemed 
to find out about the crash 
through 400 to the dollar at 
the same instant, as Dolar- 


Colombia rebels cancel unilateral 
cease-fire after army raids camp

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 

— Colombia’s largest rebel 
group on Friday called off 
a unilateral cease-fire in 
reaction to a military raid 
on a guerrilla camp that 
killed 26 of its fighters, fur¬ 
ther straining negotiations 
to end the country’s half¬ 
century-old conflict. 

The Revolutionary Armed 
Forces of Colombia said 
in a statement Friday that 
it hadn’t wanted to lift 
the five-month-old truce 
aimed at facilitating the 
peace talks, but that the 
constant pursuit of its fight¬ 
ers by the military made it 
necessary. 


The Thursday attack on the 
guerrilla camp in Cauca 
province, which President 
Juan Manuel Santos called 
a major blow against the 
FARC, appears to have 
been in retaliation for the 
rebels’ own stealth raid 
last month, also in Cauca, 
on an army patrol. Ten sol¬ 
diers were killed in that at¬ 
tack, which led Santos to 
scrap his own confidence¬ 
building gesture: a ban on 
launching air raids against 
guerrilla camps. 

Santos on Friday said that 
the army seized an impor¬ 
tant stockpile of weapons 
during the latest raid, in¬ 
cluding 37 assault rifles and 
a M60 machine gun.Q 


Today sent out a series of 
alerts announcing the new 
numbers under the head¬ 
line “hyperinflation!” 
Venezuelan currency was 
trading at 415 bolivars per 
dollar Friday, according 
to the site. That's down 
from 300 bolivars per dollar 
on May 14. It stood at 173 
when the year started. 
While many black market 
dealers paused transac¬ 
tions until the rate stabilizes, 
some Venezuelans said 
they had changed money 
at the 400 bolivar rate Fri¬ 
day. It was not immediately 
clear what prompted the 
sudden drop, though a Bar¬ 


clay Capital Inc. report is¬ 
sued Friday described the 
underlying cause as gov¬ 
ernment expansion of the 
money supply. 

“We do not see any signal 
of change from the authori¬ 
ties but these risks should 
make them reconsider their 
policies,” it said. 

Barclays projected the Boli¬ 
var could dip as low as 600 
to the dollar this year. 

The administration of Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Maduro keeps 
tight control over the legal 
exchange of bolivars, using 
a byzantine three-tier sys¬ 
tem. It is meant to subsidize 
crucial imports, but has led 


to widespread corruption 
and speculation. 

The strongest rate is 6.3 bo¬ 
livars per dollar. The weak¬ 
est official rate, which was 
billed as an alternative to 
the black market when it 
was rolled out earlier their 
year, has inched up to 200 
bolivars per dollar. The fact 
many are willing to pay 
double that price for black- 
market dollars indicates the 
supply is limited. 

The Maduro administration 
has been hoarding dollars 
as it grapples with falling oil 
prices. That has contribut¬ 
ed to shortages and other 
economic distortions.^ 

























Art world descends on Cuba for a month amid surging interest

HAVANA (AP) — A surge in 
interest in all things Cuban 
is extending to paintings 
and sculpture, with U.S. art 
collectors and dealers de¬ 
scending on Havana for a 
monthlong exhibition amid 
expectations that art pric¬ 
es will rise because of the 
detente between the for¬ 
mer Cold War rivals. 

The event known as the 
Biennial, or the Bienal in 
Spanish, was opening Fri¬ 
day with works by artists 
from 40 countries at muse¬ 
ums, galleries and outdoor 
spaces around Cuba’s 
capital. But most of the at¬ 


tention is on the works of 
native-born artists, espe¬ 
cially for the legions of for¬ 
eign collectors and deal¬ 
ers who have been filling 
hotels and restaurants in 
recent days. 

It is taking place at a histor¬ 
ic moment in U.S.-Cuba re¬ 
lations. In December, Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama and 
President Raul Castro an¬ 
nounced that they would 
move toward restoring the 
diplomatic relations that 
were broken off in 1961. 
While the decades-long 
U.S. economic embargo 
remains in place and gen¬ 
eral tourism is still illegal, the 
Obama administration has

eased restrictions on travel 
and commerce. Cuban 
officials say the number of 
U.S. visitors — both legal 
and otherwise — was up 
by more than 30 percent in 
the first four months of the 
year. 

That is carrying over into 
the Biennial, said Alberto 
Magnan, a Cuban-Amer- 
ican gallery owner from 
New York who represents 
artists taking part in the ex¬ 
hibition. 

“The energy is better than 
I’ve seen in any of the Bien¬ 
nials," said Magnan, who 
attended five of the previ¬ 
ous exhibitions. “I’ve seen 
more U.S. collectors than 
I’ve ever seen and it hasn’t 
even begun yet. Times are 
changing and I believe 
that with the new Obama 
policy it’s changing faster 
than we think.” 

Even under the embargo, 
it’s legal for U.S. citizens 
to purchase Cuban art, 
though works cannot be 
directly commissioned by 
a U.S. buyer and cannot 
have been financed by the 
Cuban government. Some 


collectors have taken ad¬ 
vantage of that loophole, 
though prices remain rela¬ 
tively low, according to 
Howard Farber, a resident 
of New York and Miami 
Beach whose foundation 
publishes the online Cuban 
Art News magazine. 

He sees that changing fast. 
“You’re getting a lot of col¬ 
lectors who are running to 
Cuba to buy art,” Farber 
said. “It's the biggest op¬ 
portunity for an art collec¬ 
tor to start a collection.” 

Art critic Rafael Acosta de 
Arriva agreed. “It's going 
to be a moment of major 
effervescence," he said. 
“It's good to note that the 
Bienal is not put together 
to promote the commerce 
of art but to explore artistic 
themes. But the collectors 
tend to take advantage 
of this great moment and 
a lot of buying and sell¬ 
ing gets done." More than 
1,200 people have formally 
signed up to participate 
in Biennial events, which 
run through June 22, said 
Jorge Fernandez, one of 
the organizersO

MONTREAL (AP) — Michael 
Sam, the first openly gay 
player drafted in the NFL, 
signed a two-year con¬ 
tract Friday with the Mon¬ 
treal Alouettes of fhe Ca¬ 
nadian Football league. 
General manager Jim 
Popp considered Sam’s 
sexuality a nonissue. 
"Michael Sam is a very 
good football player, 
and that’s the reason we 
signed him,” Popp said. 
“He’s an outstanding pass 
rusher.” 

Sam came out before last 
year’s NFL draft. He was 
selected in the seventh 
round by the St. Louis Rams 
and cut in training camp. 
The Dallas Cowboys 
signed him to their prac¬ 
tice squad but released 
him in October. Sam then 
made another unsuc¬ 
cessful aftempf at an NFL 
job at this year’s veterans 
combine. 

"I cannot wait to put on 
the pads, get back on 
the field and work hard 


each and every day with 
my teammates to bring a 
Grey Cup to the great fans 
here in Montreal,” Sam 
said in a statement. 

The 25-year-old defensive 
end will be introduced at a 
news conference Tuesday 
in Montreal and report to 
training camp the follow¬ 
ing day. 

Sam starred at Missouri in 
college, earning SEC De¬ 
fensive Player of the Year 
honors in 2013. After he 
came out, his NFL jersey 
was an instant best-sell¬ 
er and President Barack 
Obama publicly congratu¬ 
lated Sam and the Rams. 
CFL Commissioner Jeffrey 
Orridge did the same Fri¬ 
day. 

“Congratulations to the 
Montreal Alouettes on the 
signing of Michael Sam,” 
Orridge said in a state¬ 
ment. “Our players come 
to us from different places, 
different walks of life and 
ulfimafely they take dif¬ 
ferent paths to get to our 


storied history of great 
football tradition.” 

Aware of Sam’s celebrify, 
fhe team immediately put 


Popp said he was in con¬ 
tact with him all along. The 
6-foot-2, 260-pound player 
finally accepted a con¬ 


tract after completing his 
commitment to “Dancing 
With The Stars.” 

“Each time he was let go, 
there were discussions,” 
Popp said. “He wanted to 
give it one last shot at the 
combine.” 

Popp said Sam was con¬ 
sidered a “tweener” by 
NFL clubs, not quite the 
right body type to be a de¬ 
fensive end or an outside 
linebacker for that league. 
But he may fit perfectly 
in the CFL. Popp believes 
Sam can follow a path 
similar to that of Cam 
Wake, who was converted 
from linebacker to end 
when he joined the B.C. 
Lions in 2007. Wake was 
the CFL Defensive Player 
of the Year in each of his 
two seasons before signing 
with the Miami Dolphins, 
where he has had a suc¬ 
cessful NFL career. 

“If he proves (NFL) people 
wrong it would be great 
for us, and I think he can 
do it,” Popp said.Q

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Warriors hold off Harden, Rockets 99-98 to take 2-0 lead

OAKLAND, California (AP) 

— Houston’s James Hard¬ 
en lost control of the ball 
as time expired, allowing 
Golden State to hang on 
for a 99-98 win against the 
Rockets on Thursday and 
take a 2-0 lead in an NBA 
Western Conference finals 
series that is developing 
into a showdown between 
Harden and Stephen Curry. 
Curry had 33 points for the 
Warriors, who now have a 
strong grip on this series and 
sights set on the NBA Finals. 
Curry won the league MVP 
this year and Harden was 
the runner-up. 

“Sometimes I want to 
crack open a beer and 
get a courtside seat. These 
two guys are the two best 
basketball players in the 
world,” Warriors center An¬ 
drew Bogut said. 

Harden rallied the Rockets 
from 17 points down in the 
second quarter and had 
a chance to finish off the 
comeback in the fourth. 
Instead, Klay Thompson 
and Curry trapped Harden, 
who lost the ball as time ex¬ 
pired. 

Harden fell to the floor and 
put his hands over his head 


as the Warriors celebrated 
on the court, the sellout 
crowd roared, and confetti 
fell from the rafters. 

“Kicking chairs,” Harden 
said. “It’s frustrating. It's frus¬ 
trating to give the game 
away like that." 

Harden had 38 points, 10 
rebounds and nine assists, 
and Dwight Howard over¬ 
came a sprained left knee 
that slowed him down to 
finish with 19 points and 
17 rebounds for a Rockets 
team headed home in a 
major hole. 

Game 3 is Saturday in Hous¬ 
ton, which is facing a two- 
game deficit again. The 
Rockets overcame a 3-1 
hole in the second round 
against the Los Angeles 
Clippers. 

“We're not going to go 
anywhere,” Rockets coach 
Kevin McHale said. “We’re 
just going to keep standing 
here and swinging.” 

Curry made five 3-pointers 
to go with six assists and 
three rebounds. He got a 
big boost from his team¬ 
mates — notably Bogut, 
Draymond Green and 
Thompson — to regroup af¬ 
ter the Warriors lost the big 


lead in the first half. 

Curry connected on a 
3-pointer, then found Bogut 
under the rim for a layup 
that sent the 7-foot Aus¬ 
tralian flexing his muscles 
and shouting to the crowd. 
Bogut missed the ensuing 
free throw, but the Warriors 
led 96-89 with 2:25 left. 
Harden brought Houston 
back and the Rockets also 
forced the Warriors into an 
8-second, backcourt viola¬ 
tion before Harden found 
Howard for an alley-oop 
that sliced Golden State’s 
lead to 99-98 with 33 sec¬ 
onds remaining. 

After a timeout, Harrison 
Barnes missed a difficult re¬ 
verse layup contested by 
Howard as the shot clock 
nearly expired. 

Harden got the ball down 
the court, and McHale 
elected not to call timeout 
because his team had the 
Warriors scrambling and 
outmanned. 

“I will take our best player 
heading downhill on a 
broken court any day of 
the week. That's where he 
feasts," McHale said. 
Harden was defended by 
Thompson and Curry came 
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over near the 3-point line, 
where Harden lost the ball. 
Time expired amid the 
scramble. 

“You knew he probably 
wasn’t going to pass,” Cur¬ 
ry said. 

“At that point, it’s just don't 
let him get a shot off and 
try to be the hero.” 

The Warriors bench ran 
onto the court in celebra¬ 
tion. Harden lay on the floor 
until teammates helped 
him up. 


“I just wanted to stay big 
and force a contested 
shot," Thompson said. 
“Steph made a great read 
with that double team."

Ducks beat Blackhawks 2-1 in Game 3 of Western finals 


CHICAGO (AP) — Anaheim 
bounced back from a gruel¬ 
ing home-ice loss in the previous 
game and won 2-1 at Chicago on 
Thursday to take the edge after 
three games of their NHL Western 
Conference finals series. 

Ducks goaltender Frederik Ander¬ 
sen made 27 saves, helping kill off 
five power plays, and defenseman 
Simon Despres scored his first ca¬ 
reer playoff goal as Anaheim im¬ 
mediately put behind it the triple¬ 
overtime loss in Game 2. 

“This was a character win,” coach 
Bruce Boudreau said. 

Ryan Kesler's two holding penal¬ 
ties contributed to more than nine 
power-play minutes for the Black- 
hawks, but the Ducks' penalty 
killers kept most of Chicago's op¬ 
portunities to the outside and An¬ 
dersen stood his ground during a 
couple of goalmouth scrums. 

“We just sharpened up on the 
PK,” Andersen said. “We weren’t 
satisfied with what we did the last 
game. That was huge for this group 
coming off a tough loss where we 
gave up two goals on the PK. We 
wanted to be better today.” 
Patrick Maroon also scored for 
Anaheim while Patrick Kane 
scored his eighth playoff goal for 
Chicago, and Blackhawks goalie 
Corey Crawford made 25 saves. 
“It’s frustrating that we lost, and 


frustrating because we had some 
opportunities whether it was the 
power play or different chances 
and stuff that would get me back 
in the game,” Kane said. “We 
knew it was going to be a tough 


series. This is a good team. It's 
tough to lose, especially at home, 
but we've got to regroup.” 

Game 4 is Saturday in Chicago. 


The teams were tied 1-1 when De¬ 
spres drove a pass from Getzlaf 
past Crawford from the right wing 
with 55 seconds left in the second 
period. Despres came over in a 
trade with Pittsburgh in March. 


“It’s been a good run so far," De¬ 
spres said. “We haven’t done any¬ 
thing yet. We want to get to the 
top. It’s a team game and the 


team has been playing very well 
so far.” 

The Blackhawks outshot the Ducks 
10-5 in the third, but couldn’t get 
past Andersen. 

“We have a great team that is 
willing to sacrifice themselves like 
that," said Andersen, who has al¬ 
lowed just 23 goals in the Ducks' 
10-2 start to the postseason. “It's 
awesome to have a group of guys 
like that in front of you. That helps 
me out a lot.” 

While the Blackhawks struggled on 
the power play, the Ducks capital¬ 
ized on their only chance with the 
man advantage. With Marian Hos- 
sa off for holding. Maroon tipped 
Hampus Lindholm's long slap shot 
past Crawford at 12:55 of the first 
for a 1-0 lead. 

Chicago tied it 1-1 when Kane 
converted a spinning backhander 
in the final minute of the first. It was 
the first point of the series for Kane, 
who had seven goals and six as¬ 
sists in the first two rounds. 

The Ducks made a big push at the 
start of the second, recording eight 
of the first nine shots on goal. The

Contador crashes and loses lead to Aru on 13th Giro stage 



JESOLO, Italy (AP) — Alber¬ 
to Contador lost the overall 
lead of the Giro d' Italia to 
Fabio Aru after he was in¬ 
volved in a crash toward 
the end of Friday’s 13th 
stage, which was won by 
Sacha Modolo. 

Aru escaped the crash 
which took out a number 
of cyclists just outside the 
final three kilometers (two 
miles) to move 19 seconds 
ahead of Contador. Mikel 
Landa moved third, 1 min¬ 
ute, 14 seconds behind the 
Italian. 

Had the incident hap¬ 
pened a few meters fur¬ 
ther up the road, everyone 
would have been given 
the same time as crashes 
within a certain distance 
of the finish line are neutral¬ 
ized. 

It is the first time Contador 
has lost the overall lead of 
a Grand Tour in his career. 
Aru came in at the same 
time as Modolo, while Con¬ 


tador — who was given a 
bicycle by a fellow rider 
in order to complete the 
stage — finished 46th, 40 
seconds off the pace. 

“We were really well- 
placed in the stage, but 
you could see the crash 
coming,” Contador said. 
"Then I thought about get¬ 
ting a bike, any bike. 

"I think I can make the time 
up.” 

Saturday could be the most 
important leg of the race. 


an unusually long individual 
time trial at 59.4 kilometers 
(36.9 miles) from Treviso to 
Valdobbiadene. 

"It’s a great feeling to final¬ 
ly wear the pink jersey,” Aru 
said. “It was really tough 
today, underneath the rain 
and on a flat course but full 
of roundabouts and other 
road traffic. I was always at 
the front, in a good position 
to try and avoid possible 
crashes, and when it hap¬ 
pened I was safe. 


“Now I'm just thinking 
about tomorrow. It will be 
a very important stage. I 
will give everything, but the 
Giro finishes next Sunday in 
Milan, not before.” 

Modolo won the bunch 
sprint at the end of the en¬ 
tirely flat 147-kilometer (91- 
mile) leg from Montecchio 
Maggiore to the seaside re¬ 
sort of Jesolo, near Venice. 
The Italian edged out Gia¬ 
como Nizzolo and Elia Vivi- 
ani. 

“Finally I won a stage,” said 
Modolo, who has twice 
come close this race. "My 
great teammate and 
friend Max Richeze set up 
the perfect sprint for me 
and I crowned the team's 
work. 

“At Fiuggi I was disappoint¬ 
ed with myself. At Forli the 
breakaway got there and 
so I couldn’t be in the sprint. 
It was destiny that I won my 
home stage. I have many 
friends who have come to 


see me from San Vendemi- 
ano, where I’m from. It’s an 
unforgettable win.” 

Richie Porte’s string of bad 
luck continued and his 
faint hopes of winning the 
Giro are all but over after 
he was also involved in the 
crash and lost more time, 
finishing over two minutes 
down on the leaders and 
falling more than five min¬ 
utes behind Aru. 

Contador, who dislocat¬ 
ed his shoulder in another 
crash on the sixth stage, is 
attempting to become the 
first rider since Marco Pan- 
tani in 1998 to win the Giro 
and Tour de France in the 
same year. 

A two-time Tour champion, 
Contador won the Giro in 
2008 and was also trium¬ 
phant in Milan in 2011 but 
was stripped of that title for 
testing positive in the 2010 
Tour. 

The 98th Giro ends on May

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Aviation agency unveils messaging system to reduce delays

NEWARK, N.J. (AP) - A sys¬ 
tem that replaces verbal 
communication between 
pilots and air traffic con¬ 
trollers with computerized 
messages was unveiled 
Thursday by federal avia¬ 
tion officials, who said fhe 
system will reduce delays 
during weather events and 
cut down on errors that oc¬ 
cur during routine voice 
transmissions. 

The Federal Aviation Ad¬ 
ministration demonstrated 
the Data Communica¬ 
tions system, called Data 
Comm, at New Jersey’s 
Newark Liberty Internation¬ 
al Airport. The system has 
been used on a trial basis 
since 2013 at the Newark 
and Memphis, Tennessee, 
airports. 

The system is used to com¬ 
municate alternate routes 
for planes awaiting takeoff

that are heading toward 
bad weather. Currently, 
the information is given by 
voice and can take several 


minutes as the pilot copies 
it down and reads it back 
to the controller, then en¬ 
ters it into the plane’s com¬ 


puter system. 

Using Data Comm, the 
controller transmits the in¬ 
formation with a few clicks 
of a mouse. The informa¬ 
tion also is sent simultane¬ 
ously to the airline’s dis¬ 
patcher, whom a pilot of¬ 
ten has to consult before 
taking an alternate route 
that will expend more fuel. 
FAA Administrator Michael 
Huerta compared the old 
system to getting direc¬ 
tions over the phone from 
a friend, copying fhem 
down and checking fhem 
to make sure they’re cor¬ 
rect. 

“With Data Communica¬ 
tions, you don’t have to 
call a friend for directions,” 
he said. “His address is pre¬ 
programmed into your 
car's GPS system and all 
you have to do is press 
'go.”’ 

Data Comm is one facet of 
the FAA’s Next Generation 
Air Transportation System, 
or NextGen, a long-term 
effort to transition from an 
air traffic control system 
based on World War ll-era 
radar technology to one 
based on satellite technol¬ 


ogy. 

NextGen will allow planes 
to safely fly closer togeth¬ 
er using GPS navigation, 
increasing the number of 
aircraft that can land and 
take off at airports and al¬ 
low planes to save time 
and fuel by flying more di¬ 
rect routes. 

The FAA hopes to have 
Data Comm implemented 
at 56 airports by the end of 
next year, said Gregg An¬ 
derson, the FAA’s air traffic 
operations leader for the 
Data Comm project. 
Officials said the new sys¬ 
tem also can reduce errors 
that are inherent in back- 
and-forth verbal communi¬ 
cations, 

particularly when using the 
verbiage employed in the 
industry - in a demonstra¬ 
tion Thursday, one of the 
routes given to a pilot with 
the acronym TOUGH be¬ 
came “Tango-Oscar-Uni- 
form-Gulf-Hotel.” 

“This is transformational,” 
said Ray Adams, head of 
fhe air traffic controllers 
union at Newark. “This will 
save so much time.” 

Paul Cassel, senior vice 
president of flight opera¬ 
tions for FedEx, said he has 
seen delays reduced by 
several minutes since the 
company began using the 
system at its hub in Mem¬ 
phis. 

United Airlines, which op¬ 
erates about 380 flights 
per day through Newark, 
hopes to have a little more 
than half its fleet equipped 
to use Data Comm in the 
next three years, said Jim 
Compton, United’s chief 
revenue officer. 

Roughly 800 planes are us¬ 
ing Data Comm, Anderson 
said. The agency estimates 
that the benefits of the new 
system will be felt on a na¬ 
tionwide scale when that 
number reaches 1,900, or 
about 20 percent of the 
planes eligible to use itO 


Adult dating site investigating 
possible breach of user data

PALO ALTO, Calif. (AP) - The 

operator of a popular adult 
dating website said Friday 
it’s investigating a potential 
security breach, following 
reports that hackers stole 
names, email addresses 
and information about the 
sexual preferences of up to 
4 million members. 

Britain's Channel 4 news 
outlet reported that hack¬ 
ers posted some of the in¬ 
formation on an obscure 
website after stealing ac¬ 
count data from the op¬ 
erator of AdulfFriendFinder. 
com, which claims 64 mil¬ 
lion members worldwide 
use ifs service to “hook up, 
find sex or meet someone 
hot now.” 

FriendFinder Networks, the 


Silicon Valley company 
that operates the service, 
said in a statement that it 
hired a prominent cyber¬ 
security firm to investigate 
and is telling members to 
update their user names 
and passwords. 

It said it is also temporar¬ 
ily blocking attempts to 
search for user profiles by 
“any users we believe were 
affected by the security is¬ 
sue." 

Tech blogger Bev Robb 
reported earlier that it was 
possible to identify some 
users and glean potentially 
embarrassing information 
based on apparently sto¬ 
len data that was posted 
on a website frequented 
by other hackers. 

Without confirming any 
details about the appar¬ 


ent breach, FriendFinder 
Networks said it had no in¬ 
formation that any users’ 
financial information was 
leaked. But the statement, 
posted on its corporate 
website, added that, “un¬ 
til the investigation is com¬ 
pleted, it will be difficult to 
confirm fhe full scope of 
fhe incident." 

FriendFinder Networks op¬ 
erates a number of online 
sites and dating services 
aimed at different audi¬ 
ences, including Amigos, 
com, BigChurch.com and 
SeniorFriendFinder.com, al¬ 
though there has been no 
indication that information 
has leaked from its other 
sites. The company also 
says it licenses the Pent¬ 
house brand and publishes 
magazines. □ 
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Dutch government to sell off nationalized ABN Amro bank

THE HAGUE, Netherlands 
(AP) — The Dutch gov¬ 
ernment said Friday it will 
sell off ABN Amro bank in 
phases beginning later this 
year, seven years after the 
state took it over to pre¬ 
vent its collapse during the 
global financial crisis. 

Prime Minister Mark Rutte 
said the financial sector is 
now stable enough, there 
is sufficient interest in the 


market and ABN Amro is 
ready for a phased sale. 
The decision had been 
expected earlier this year 
but was delayed amid 
uproar over members of 
the bank’s board award¬ 
ing themselves a 100,000 
euro ($110,000) pay rise to 
compensate for losing their 
right to bonuses when the 
bank was nationalized in 
2008. 

The bank scrapped the 
pay rise at the end of 


March, clearing fhe way 
for the re-privatization. 
Gerrit Zalm, the former 
Dutch finance minister who 
is now chairman of ABN 
Amro's managing board, 
welcomed the announce¬ 
ment, calling the sale, “a 
logical next step in the 
bank’s development.” 

ABN Amro announced this 
month that its underlying 
net profit rose 44 percent in 
the first quarter from a year 
earlier fo 543 million eu¬ 


ros, its best quarter in four 
years. 

The government said the 
sale via initial public offer¬ 
ing could happen from 
the fourth quarter. The first 
tranche sold will be be¬ 
tween 20 and 30 percent 
of the bank. 

The Dutch state spent 21.7 
billion euros to save the 
bank when it was national¬ 
ized in 2008 together with 
the Dutch operations of 
one of its would-be acquir¬ 


ers, Belgium's now defunct 
Fortis NV, in a takeover bid 
that went horribly wrong. 
The bank is now estimated 
to be worth 15 billion euros 
($16.5 billion) following an 
aggressive restructuring 
that saw it cut jobs and sell 
off foreign units. 

Finance Minister Jeroen Di- 
jsselbloem said the govern¬ 
ment will build protective 
measures into the sale to 
prevent potential hostile 
takeovers. □ 


Wall Street dips slightly on lower oil, mixed earnings news

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

stock market capped a 
quiet week of trading on a 
down note. 

Major indexes fell from the 
start on Friday as oil drillers 
and other energy-related 
companies followed oil 
prices lower. Stocks spent 
much of the rest of the 
day drifting between loss¬ 
es and gains as investors 
considered a mixed bag 
corporate earnings and a 
slight increase in inflation. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index closed down 4.76 
points, or 0.2 percent, to 
2,126.06. The Dow Jones in¬ 
dustrial average fell 53.72 
points, or 0.3 percent, to 
18,232.02. The Nasdaq 
composite edged down 
1.43 points to 5,089.36. 
Trading was light ahead 
of the Memorial Day 
weekend in the U.S. Just 
2.5 billion shares changed 
hands on the New York 
Stock Exchange, three- 
quarters of the normal 
level. 

Nine of the 10 industry sec¬ 
tors of the S&P 500 were 


lower, led by a 0.8 per¬ 
cent drop in telecommu¬ 
nications stocks. 

Among stocks making big 
gains, Deere & Co. rose 
$3.89, or 4.3 percent, to 
$93.35 after the equip¬ 
ment maker beat ana¬ 
lysts' estimates for its lat¬ 
est quarterly earnings. The 
company also raised its 
profit forecast for the year. 
Campbell Soup rose 98 
cents, or 2 percent, to 
$47.91 after reporting bet- 
ter-than-expected results, 
too. 

In economic news, the 
Labor Department report¬ 
ed that inflation rose 0.1 
percent in April, its third 
straight increase. The re¬ 
port also noted that core 
inflation, which excludes 
volatile food and energy 
prices, climbed 0.3 per¬ 
cent, the biggest one- 
month increase in more 
than two years.

MOLINE, III. (AP) — Solid 
sales of its construction 
equipment offset a global 
agricultural slowdown for 
Deere, the company said 
Friday.

Deere's most profit¬ 
able business is making 
and selling its green trac¬ 
tors and other farming 


equipment, but with less 
demand tor large farm 
equipment, Deere is rely¬ 
ing more on its backhoes, 
excavators and other 
construction equipment 
to grow sales. A surge in 
home construction in the 
U.S. is likely helping. In April, 
builders broke ground on 
homes at the fastest pace 
in more than seven years, 
according to the Com¬ 


merce Department. 

Deere said sales of farm¬ 
ing equipment fell 25 per¬ 
cent from a year ago to 
$5.77 billion in the second 
quarter, due to lower ship¬ 
ment of farm machines 
and fhe effects of the 
stronger U.S. dollar. For the 
full year, Deere expects 
farming equipment sales 
to fall 24 percent from the 
year before. Meanwhile, 


sales of construction and 
forestry equipment rose 2 
percent to $1.63 billion and 
it expects them to also rise 
about 2 percent tor the 
year. Deere’s financing 
unit, which gives loans to 
customers to buy equip¬ 
ment, also improved, with 
revenue rising 14 percent 
to $653 million. 

The company said its sec¬ 
ond-quarter earnings fell 


30 percent to $690.5 mil¬ 
lion, compared with $981 
million last year, but it was 
still better than Wall Street 
had expected. 

The Moline, Illinois, compa¬ 
ny posted net income of 
$2.03 per share, which eas¬ 
ily beat the per-share earn¬

Heads of Deutsche Bank try 
to assuage its shareholders

Top executives of 
Deutsche Bank tried to 
reassure increasingly res¬ 
tive shareholders this week 
that they were making 
progress on cutting costs, 
delivering more consistent 
profits and avoiding legal 
problems that have cost 
Germany’s largest bank 
billions of euros in fines and 
settlements. 

The bank, one of the last 
European lenders with a 
large presence on Wall 
Street, held its annual 
shareholders’ meeting in 
Frankfurt amid calls from 
some investors for the co¬ 
chief executives, Anshu 
Jain and Jurgen Fitschen, 
to step down. 

Instead, late Wednesday, 
the bank's supervisory 
board gave Jain more 
power. Fie will take direct 
responsibility for a reorga¬ 
nization plan, announced 
last month, aimed at sim¬ 
plifying the bank, saving 
3.5 billion euros, or about 
$3.9 billion, annually and 
producing a profit equal 
to at least 10 percent of 
the capital invested. 
Previously, Stefan Krause, 
the chief financial officer, 
had direct oversight of the 
reorganization. As part of 
the changes, Krause will 
take some responsibilities 
from Jain, including over¬ 
sight of a unit that provides 
banking services to large 
international corporations. 
Addressing shareholders, 
Jain acknowledged that 
it had taken longer than 
expected to overcome 
problems that have led 
to costly penalties. Last 
month, the bank agreed 
to pay $2.5 billion to U.S. 
and British authorities to 
settle accusations that 
some employees had con¬ 
spired to rig benchmark in¬ 
terest rates. 

“We have faced many 
challenges,” Jain said in 
a speech to shareholders. 
“We have successfully ad¬ 
dressed some. We have a 
clear strategy for dealing 
with others. We are con¬ 
vinced we are on the right 
path."Discontent among 
Deutsche Bank sharehold¬ 


ers has become increas¬ 
ingly vocal after years 
of management turmoil, 
legal problems and me¬ 
diocre gains by the bank’s 
shares. 

Deutsche Bank shares 
have risen less than 7 
percent since Jain and 
Fitschen took office three 
years ago. The shares were 
little changed in trading in 
Frankfurt on Thursday. 
Flans-Christoph Flirt, a di¬ 
rector at Flermes EOS, 
which represents large in¬ 
vestors, said Wednesday 
that the firm would cast a 
vote of no confidence at 
the shareholders’ meeting. 
“We urge the bank’s su¬ 
pervisory board to review 
the composition of the 
management board,” Flirt 
said in a statement. 

Fie said that the poor per¬ 
formance of Deutsche 
Bank shares showed that 
the lender’s strategy had 
failed. Flirt also said that 
management lapses had 
unnecessarily increased 
the cost of a settlement 
with U.S. and British author¬ 
ities last month on charges 
that Deutsche Bank trad¬ 
ers conspired to manipu¬ 
late interest rates. 

The $2.5 billion fine, more 
than other banks paid in 
the same case, reflected 
what the authorities said 
was foot-dragging by 
Deutsche Bank in provid¬ 
ing information to investi¬ 
gators. 

“The levels of the fines 
reflect both the sever¬ 
ity of the misconduct of 
Deutsche’s employees 
but also the bank's slow 
response to the investiga¬ 
tions and inadequate co¬ 
operation,” Flirt said. “The 
management board bears 
ultimate responsibility for 
the apparent defects and 
delays in responding to 
the investigations and thus 
the increased fines.” 

Partly because of the fine, 
Deutsche Bank's profit in 
the first three months of the 
year sank by about half, to 
559 million euros from 1.1 
billion euros a year earlier. 
Legal costs more than off¬ 
set a 24 percent increase 
in quarterly revenue, to 
10.4 billion euros. □

Flewlett-Packard, the com¬ 
puter and printer giant, re¬ 
ported continued declines 
in profit and sales this week 
as it prepared to split into 
two companies later this 
year. 

PIP, based in Palo Alto, 


California, said Thursday 
that net income in the fis¬ 
cal second quarter fell 21 
percent to $1 billion, or 55 
cents a share, from the 
same quarter a year ear¬ 
lier. Revenue fell 7 percent 
to $25.5 billion. 

Sales fell short of Wall Street 
analysts' revenue expec¬ 
tations of $25.63 billion for 
the quarter, according to a 
survey by Thomson Reuters. 
Excluding some items, the 
company reported a profit 
of 87 cents a share, beat¬ 
ing analyst estimates on 
that same basis of 86 cents. 
“While we have some chal¬ 
lenges, I'm pleased with 
where we ended the quar¬ 
ter,” said Meg Whitman, 
chief executive of HP, on 
the company’s earnings 
call. The results give inves¬ 
tors a progress report on 
Whitman’s plan to split HP 
into two companies: One 
will focus on enterprise¬ 
computing technologies 
like servers, and the other 
will sell products like per¬ 
sonal computers and print¬ 
ers. The separation is set to 


happen at the end of Oc¬ 
tober. 

HP said the split remained 
on track and would initially 
incur operations costs of 
$400 million to $450 million. 
The company also said 
it had appointed several 
new leaders for both com¬ 
panies. Cathie Lesjak, the 


chief financial officer, will 
become chief financial of¬ 
ficer of HP Inc.; Chris Flsu will 
become head of opera¬ 
tions for HP’s enterprise divi¬ 
sion: and Alan May will join 
HP’s enterprise division as 
head of human resources. 
The split stemmed from a 
shifting technology land¬ 
scape in which Whitman 
struggled to find a way to 
accelerate HP’s growth. 
While HP is one of the 
world’s largest technol¬ 
ogy companies - mak¬ 
ing personal computers, 
computer servers, printers, 
data storage products and 
networking gear - many 
of those businesses have 
been battered over the last 
several years as the com¬ 
pany contended with the 
move to mobile and cloud 
computing. 

“Today I’m more con¬ 
vinced than ever this was 
the right thing to do,” Whit¬ 
man said in the call, refer¬ 
ring to the split. She added 
that dividing the company 
would allow each entity to 
discover new opportunities 


and reduce costs. 

The two independent com¬ 
panies will each be large 
enough to enter the For¬ 
tune 500 and may be bet¬ 
ter able to react quickly 
to changing markets than 
within a large organiza¬ 
tion. Yet investors question 
whether the split will slow 


HP’s product creation and 
sales, as assets and roles 
are allocated, and wheth¬ 
er competitors will exploit 
customer confusion to seize 
market share. 

Since announcing the plan 
to split, HP has reported de¬ 
clining profit. In March, the 
company sharply lowered 
its outlook for annual earn¬ 
ings. In anticipation of the 
separation, HP is shedding 
some assets. The company 
said Thursday it sold a 51 
percent stake in its Chinese 
network business to Tsin- 
ghua University for about 
$2.3 billion. The move lets 
HP continue to sell equip¬ 
ment to businesses in Chi¬ 
na, which face govern¬ 
ment restrictions on use of 
foreign technologies. 

Bill Kreher, an analyst at Ed¬ 
ward Jones, said HP's earn¬ 
ings illustrated the com¬ 
pany continued to perform 
while revenue was getting 
hurt by economic condi¬ 
tions. Fie said he was skep¬ 
tical that HP would turn 
things around as two com¬ 
panies instead of one. Q

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Hamburglar, Colonel Sanders 
are returning to sell fast food

At McDonald’s headquar¬ 
ters in Oak Brook, Illinois, 
is a room employees call 
“the pulse.” It contains 
a large television moni¬ 
tor and several computer 
screens. And this month, 
it was where the fast-food 
company's marketing 
team and agency part¬ 
ners waited for the Ham- 
burglar. 

The classic McDonaldland 
character had last ap¬ 
peared in a commercial 
in 2002, but the beef-ob¬ 
sessed bandit was reintro¬ 
duced on May 6 as part 
of a new campaign to sell 
sirloin burgers. Those gath¬ 
ered in “the pulse” that 
day were there to monitor 
social media for reaction. 
It came almost imme¬ 
diately - and it was de¬ 
cidedly mixed. Some on 
Twitter called the new 
Hamburglar ads awkward, 
weird and even creepy. 
A debate raged after the 
videos became available 
online over whether the 
new Hamburglar was at¬ 
tractive. For McDonald’s, 
though, the conversation 
was the point. “We knew 
the Hamburglar would 
obviously create some 
buzz,” said Joel Yashin- 
sky, vice president for U.S. 
marketing at McDonald's. 
“When we saw it trending 
on Twitter, we knew we 
had connected in a way 
that helped the relevance 
of the brand.” These are 
tough times for tradition¬ 
al fast-food restaurants, 
where sales have faltered 
in the face of increased 
competition from fast-ca¬ 
sual chains that promise 
higher-quality ingredients 
and healthier dining op¬ 
tions. So, to set themselves 
apart in a crowded indus¬ 
try, some fast-food chains 
are betting on nostalgia. 
After McDonald’s resur¬ 
rected the Hamburglar, 
the fried chicken chain 
KFC followed suit. It an¬ 
nounced that it was bring¬ 
ing back Colonel Sanders, 
a white-haired, white-suit¬ 
ed character based on 
the company’s founder. 
Colonel Harland Sanders. 
These back-to-the-future 


marketing moves come 
after some years of tra¬ 
ditional fast-food com¬ 
panies straying from their 
core identities. McDon¬ 
ald's, for instance, recent¬ 
ly said it would test kale in 
a breakfast bowl in some 
of its Southern California 
restaurants. 

“They want to be a part of 
American culture but that 
culture has changed,” 
Dean Crutchfield, an in¬ 
dependent brand con¬ 
sultant, said about big 
fast-food companies. “In 
a way, they've lost their 
roots. They need to re-es¬ 
tablish themselves." 

By bringing back recogniz¬ 
able characters, McDon¬ 
ald's and KFC may be try¬ 
ing to remind consumers 
of a simpler time, Crutch¬ 
field added. The compa¬ 
nies are also betting that 
retro characters will ap¬ 
peal to the highly coveted 
millennial generation that 
is turning away from tradi¬ 
tional fast food in droves. 
Yashinsky of McDonald's 
said that the campaign 
for sirloin burgers - which 
features the Hamburglar - 
was geared toward “the 
social audience that is on 
the social sites,” or 18- to 
35-year-olds. 

Similarly, Kevin Hochman, 
the chief marketing officer 
for KFC U.S., said bringing 
back Colonel Sanders was 
intended to “attract the 
younger customer.” Ho¬ 
chman said the Colonel's 
focus was on quality ingre¬ 
dients, his entrepreneurial 
spirit and his showmanship. 
“He’s literally like the ulti¬ 
mate millennial startup,” 
he said. KFC has brought 
on the comedian Darrell 
Hammond, best known for 
his impersonations of per¬ 
sonalities like Bill Clinton 
and Donald Trump on “Sat¬ 
urday Night Live,” to play 
Colonel Sanders in a series 
of television commercials 
that will begin Monday. 
KFC is also planning to re¬ 
design its restaurants. In a 
video clip on KFC's web¬ 
site, Colonel Sanders - who 
last appeared in a televi¬ 
sion commercial about 20 
years ago - ruminates on 
how the world is different 
today.□

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Oldest known stone tools found in Kenya; makers not known

NEW YORK (AP) — By tak¬ 
ing a wrong turn in a dry 
riverbed in Kenya, scien¬ 
tists discovered a trove of 
stone tools far older than 
any ever found before. 
Nobody knows who made 
them — or why. 

At 3.3 million years old, 
they push back the record 
of stone tools by about 
700,000 years. More signifi¬ 
cantly, they are half-a-mil- 
lion years older than any 
known trace of our own 
branch of the evolutionary 
tree. 

Scientists have long 
thought that sharp-edged 
stone tools were made 
only by members of our 
branch, whose members 
are designated “Homo,” 
like our own species. Homo 
sapiens. That idea has 
been questioned, and the 
new finding is a big boost 
to the argument that tool¬ 
making may have begun 
with smaller-brained fore¬ 
runners instead. 

The discovery was report¬ 
ed by Sonia Harmand and 
Jason Lewis of Stony Brook 
University in New York and 


co-authors in a paper re¬ 
leased Wednesday by the 
journal Nature. The find 
drew rave reviews from ex¬ 
perts unconnected to the 
work. 

“It really absolutely moves 
the beginnings of human 


technology back into a 
much more distant past, 
and a much different kind 
of ancestor than we’ve 
been thinking of,” said an¬ 
thropology professor Alison 
Brooks of George Washing¬ 
ton University, who has ex¬ 
amined some of the tools. 
The authors have “opened 


a new window onto the 
human past, illuminat¬ 
ing the work of fhe first 
tool-makers and raising as 
many questions as they 
have answered,” said Eric 
Delson of Lehman College 
in New York. 


And Frank Brown of fhe Uni¬ 
versity of Utah, an expert in 
determining the age of fos¬ 
sils who has known about 
the discovery for a couple 
years and visited the site, 
said he is “still kind of stag¬ 
gered by it.” 

The Nature paper de¬ 
scribes 149 stones and 


stone flakes found west of 
Lake Turkana in a remote 
area of northern Kenya. 
Most objects are “cores," 
which are stones that have 
been struck to break off 
sharp-edged flakes. Other 
stones appear to have 
been used as hammers or 
anvils. 

Africa is where our own 
species first appeared, 
and it has long been a hot¬ 
bed for finding fossils of our 
forerunners. The Kenyan 
sife was discovered one 
day in July 2011, when Har¬ 
mand, Lewis and a crew 
set out to survey one area 
and by accident ended 
up in another one. There 
were gullies and hillsides 
that seemed promising, so 
they looked around, Lewis 
recalled in a telephone in¬ 
terview. 

Just before tea time, a 
team member spotted a 
stone tool on the ground. 
More quickly appeared. 
Excavations followed. 

As stone tools go, the arti¬ 
facts are remarkably big. 
On average, the cores 
stretch about 6 inches (15 
centimeters) long and 
wide and weigh nearly 7 


pounds (over 3 kilograms), 
for example, while the 
flakes are up to 8 inches 
(20 centimeters) long. 
Compared to the next- 
oldest-known tool artifacts, 
“these things are enor¬ 
mous,” which adds to the 
mystery of what they were 
used for, said David Braun, 
a tool expert at George 
Washington. 

Generally, ancient human 
relatives are thought to 
have used stone tools for 
hammering, such as for 
cracking nuts, and for their 
sharp edges, useful for 
butchering and skinning 
animal carcasses as well 
as cutting up tough plant 
material. 

Experts said they were 
stumped about the pur¬ 
pose of fhe Kenyan tools. 
Harmand said she thinks 
the overall purpose was to 
make sharp-edged flakes 
for cuffing, but exactly 
how they were used is not 
known. Researchers are 
examining them with a mi¬ 
croscope to look for clues. 
Then there’s the question 
of who made them. “The 
jury is out on that,” Lewis 
said.Q

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TLC pulls Duggar family series amid misconduct reports

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 

TLC pulled the reality series 
"19 Kids and Counting” 
from its schedule on Friday, 
a move that follows reports 
of sexual misconduct alle¬ 
gations against one of the 
stars. Josh Duggar, stem¬ 
ming from when he was a 
juvenile. 

In a statement, the chan¬ 
nel said it was “deeply 
saddened and troubled 
by this heartbreaking situa¬ 
tion, and our thoughts and 
prayers are with the fam¬ 
ily and victims at this dif¬ 
ficult time." The statement 
didn't elaborate. 

Also Friday, Arkansas police 
said they had destroyed a 
record outlining a nearly 
decade-old investigation 
into Duggar, a day after 
the 27-year-old resigned 
his role with a prominent 
conservative Christian 
group amid reports about 
the allegations. 

The Northwest Arkansas 


Democrat-Gazette, which 
obtained the offense re¬ 
port before its destruction, 
reports Duggar was ac¬ 
cused of fondling five girls 
in 2002 and 2003. Duggar 
issued an apology Thurs¬ 
day on Facebook for un¬ 
specified bad behavior as 
a youth and resigned his 
role as executive director 
for FRC Action, the tax- 
exempt legislative action 
arm of the Washington- 
based Family Research 
Council. 

“I would do anything to go 
back to those teen years 
and take different ac¬ 
tions,” Duggar wrote. “In 
my life today, I am so very 
thankful for God’s grace, 
mercy and redemption.” 
Duggar appears on the 
TLC reality show “19 Kids 
and Counting,” which stars 
his family. He is the oldest 
of Jim Bob and Michelle 
Duggar’s 19 children. 

TLC didn’t address wheth¬ 
er its popular show would 
return. The program had 


been set to air in reruns 
after wrapping its most re¬ 
cent season. 

Springdale Police began 
investigating Duggar in 
2006 when officers were 
alerted to a letter contain¬ 


ing the allegations that 
was found in a book lent 
by a family friend to some¬ 
one else. 

The report, originally pub¬ 
lished by tabloid In Touch 


Weekly, states that a mem¬ 
ber of Harpo Studios, the 
producer of Oprah Win¬ 
frey’s then show, received 
an email containing the al¬ 
legations before the family 
was set to appear in 2006. 


The tipster warned produc¬ 
ers against allowing the 
Duggars on the show and 
studio staff members faxed 
a copy of the email to Ar¬ 
kansas State Police. 


Springdale Police spokes¬ 
man Scott Lewis said 
Judge Stacey Zimmerman 
ordered the 2006 offense 
report destroyed Thursday. 
Zimmerman didn’t return 
a request for comment on 
Friday. 

“The judge ordered us yes¬ 
terday to expunge that 
record," Lewis said, add¬ 
ing that similar records are 
typically kept indefinitely. 
“As far as the Springdale 
Police Department is con¬ 
cerned this report doesn’t 
exist.” Neither Duggar nor 
his father, a former state 
representative, returned 
calls seeking comment 
Friday. Several Arkansas 
Republicans have rallied 
behind the Duggar fam¬ 
ily, which is sfill engaged in 
sfafe politics. Jim Bob and 
Michelle Duggar attended 
the kickoff evenf earlier 
fhis monfh for Republican 
presidential nominee Mike 
Huckabee, who supported 
the family in a Facebook 
post on Friday .□

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Rediscovering Walt Disney’s optimistic in ‘Tomorrowland’

BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (AP) — 

For writer Damon Lindelof, 
the genesis of the escap¬ 
ist adventure “Tomorrow- 
land” was one very simple 
question: What happened 
to our jet packs? 

When he, director Brad 
Bird and George Clooney 
were children (albeit at 
slightly different times), the 
future seemed like some¬ 
thing great. To them, it was 
full of wonder around the 
gadgets and inventions 
that populated their enter¬ 
tainment and sparked their 
developing imaginations. 
Clooney, who was born 
in 1961, just as the Space 
Race was picking up, re¬ 
members its influence on 
his youth. 

“My whole childhood was 
eating space food sticks 
and drinking Tang,” he 
said in a recent interview 
with Bird and Lindelof. 

By the time Clooney was 
8-years-old, a man had 
already walked on the 
moon. 

Even amid the political 
and social turmoil of the 
time, it was hard for them 
not to look at everything 
with such rose-colored 
glasses — especially with 
Walt Disney as a consistent 
and persuasive advocate 
for optimistic futurism. Dis¬ 
ney, in his television series 
“Disneyland," would pres¬ 
ent scientific ideas to his 
young viewers and spec¬ 
ulate on what the future 
might hold. 

“We were fairly positive 
that at some point in our 
lifetime, the world was 
going to end in a nuclear 
holocaust. That was a real 
possibility,” said Clooney. 
“It was as bad as anything 
you see today, but we all 
thought something was 
going to work out." 


Bird, born in 1957, said that 
Disney’s influence on that 
can-do attitude of the era 
was undeniable. 

“He was this hub of imagi¬ 
nation. Every time that he 
talked about the future, it 
was fascinating and it was 
fun and it was bright and 
it was like all these great 
things are going to hap¬ 
pen,” said Bird. 

And then, of course, there 


was Tomorrowland itself. 
The area of Disneyland 
opened in 1955 and imag¬ 
ined what 1986 might look 
like. Disney called it a “step 
into the future, with predic¬ 
tions of constructed things 
to come.” (The Tomorrow- 
land section of Disneyland 
isn’t physically portrayed in 
“Tomorrowland” the mov¬ 
ie. Rather, it exists more 
as an abstraction and the 
film’s undeniable inspira¬ 
tion.) 

From the Moonliner’s “trip 
to the moon” to the Car¬ 
ousel of Progress, Tomor¬ 
rowland shaped the minds 
of generations of kids. For 


Bird, the best version of To¬ 
morrowland was the one 
that opened six months 
after Disney’s 1966 death 
and represented his com¬ 
plete vision. 

Even Clooney had an early 
transformative experience 
at the park. 

“I was 6 when I went there 
and it was fascinating. To¬ 
morrowland was going to 
be the future. I thought 


that’s what it actually was 
going to be,” said Cloo¬ 
ney. 

But something happened 
in between, and our col¬ 
lective attitude about 
what's to come has soured 
for many. 

“That idea of you being 
personally responsible for 
your own future — where 
that future is potentially 
fun — has started to slip 
away,” said Lindelof, who 
was born in 1973. 

Bird added: “We've been 
gradually prepared for the 
idea that the future is go¬ 
ing to stink. It’s happened 
so slowly that we haven't 


really noticed it.” 

That’s where the Disney 
movie “Tomorrowland” 
kicks off. In a story devel¬ 
oped by Lindelof, Bird and 
longtime Entertainment 
Weekly writer Jeff Jen¬ 
sen, a boy genius turned 
pessimistic adult grump 
(Clooney) gets entangled 
with a driven and bright 
dreamer, Casey (Britt Rob¬ 
ertson), who endeavors to 


go to “Tomorrowland” and 
fix what’s been lost: Opti¬ 
mism. 

Part of that involved Cloo¬ 
ney taking a back seat to 
the young female protag¬ 
onist in the film. 

“In my 30s, I got to punch 
the guy and fall on the 
ground and walk away 
and there are explosions 
behind me as I’m walk¬ 
ing toward the camera. 
Now I’m the guy who gets 
socked in the face, who 
falls on the ground and 
who whines a lot,” said 
Clooney. 

In many ways, “Tomorrow- 
land," opening Friday, is a 


response to modern cyni¬ 
cism, often most evident 
on social media. When 
“Tomorrowland” was un¬ 
der development, for ex¬ 
ample, it used the code 
name “1952.” 

During that same time, Dis¬ 
ney acquired Lucasfilm, 
Lindelof said, and “people 
were ‘like 1952 and 5+2=7, 
so you guys are doing “Star 
Wars VII’” and Brad had to 
tweet ‘we are not doing 
“Star Wars”.”’ 

“That turns into ‘Bird says 
he’ll never do Star Wars!”’ 
added Bird. “You can be 
incredibly well-intentioned 
in that space and just want 
to put out positivity and it 
will turn on you." 

By embracing an original 
idea with “Tomorrowland,” 
Bird also believes the film 
is a response to the stan¬ 
dardization of summer 
movies — all superheroes 
and sequels. It’s a brave 
thing to go against the 
mold, especially this ear¬ 
nestly. 

“Not everything is based 
on a comic book,” said 
Bird. “People say that they 
want to see something 
original and there is a way 
to do that,” he added, 
even though “Tomorrow- 
land” is technically based 
on an area in a theme 
park. 

Doing that meant fully 
committing to the spirit of 
optimism, even if it is a bit 
retro, simplistic and pos¬ 
sibly naive. But that’s their 
point: To inspire a new 
generation of unjaded in¬ 
novators. 

“We’re not afraid to make 
a movie that could be per¬ 
ceived by some as corny 
or hopeful or unrealistic,” 
said Bird. “You have to 
have the dreamer in order 
to do the dream." 

Perhaps then Lindelof will 
get his jet pack.Q

Unaffiliated and Underrepresented

Surprise! It turns out that there’s 
something to be said for having 
the brother of a failed president 
make his own run for the White 
House. Thanks to Jeb Bush, we 
may finally have the frank dis¬ 
cussion of the Iraq invasion we 
should have had a decade ago. 
But many influential people - not 
just Bush - would prefer that we 
not have that discussion. There’s 
a palpable sense right now of 
the political and media elite try¬ 
ing to draw a line under the sub¬ 
ject. Yes, the narrative goes, we 
now know that invading Iraq was 
a terrible mistake, and it’s about 
time that everyone admits it. 
Now let’s move on. 

Well, let’s not - because that’s 
a false narrative, and everyone 
who was involved in the debate 
over the war knows that it’s false. 
The Iraq War wasn’t an innocent 
mistake, a venture undertaken 
on the basis of intelligence that 
turned out to be wrong. America 
invaded Iraq because the Bush 
administration wanted a war. 
The public justifications for the in¬ 
vasion were nothing but pretexts, 
and falsified pretexts at that. We 
were, in a fundamental sense, 
lied into war. 

The fraudulence of the case for 
war was actually obvious even 
at the time: The ever-shifting ar¬ 
guments for an unchanging goal 
were a dead giveaway. So were 
the word games - the talk about 
WMD that conflated chemical 
weapons (which many people 
did think Saddam had) with 
nukes, the constant insinuations 
that Iraq was somehow behind 
9/11. 

And at this point we have plenty 
of evidence to confirm every¬ 
thing the war’s opponents were 
saying. We now know, for ex¬ 
ample, that on 9/11 itself - liter¬ 
ally before the dust had settled 
- Donald Rumsfeld, the secretary 
of defense, was already plotting 
war against a regime that had 
nothing to do with the terrorist 
attack. “Judge whether good 
enough [to] hit S.H. (Saddam 
Hussein) ...sweep it all up things 
related and not”; so read notes 
taken by Rumsfeld’s aide. 

This was, in short, a war the White 
House wanted, and all of the 
supposed mistakes that, as Jeb 
puts it, “were made” by some¬ 
one unnamed actually flowed 
from this underlying desire. Did 
the intelligence agencies wrong¬ 
ly conclude that Iraq had chemi¬ 


cal weapons and a nuclear pro¬ 
gram? That’s because they were 
under intense pressure to justify 
the war. Did prewar assessments 
vastly understate the difficulty 
and cost of occupation? That’s 
because the war party didn’t 
want to hear anything that might 
raise doubts about the rush to in¬ 
vade. Indeed, the Army’s chief 
of staff was effectively fired for 
questioning claims that the oc¬ 
cupation phase would be cheap 
and easy. 

Why did they want a war? 
That’s a harder question to an¬ 
swer. Some of the warmongers 
believed that deploying shock 
and awe in Iraq would enhance 
American power and influence 
around the world. Some saw 
Iraq as a sort of pilot project, 
preparation for a series of regime 
changes. And it’s hard to avoid 
the suspicion that there was a 
strong element of wagging the 
dog, of using military triumph 
to strengthen the Republican 
brand at home. 

Whatever the precise motives, 
the result was a very dark chap¬ 
ter in American history. Once 
again: We were lied into war. 
Now, you can understand why 
many political and media figures 
would prefer not to talk about 
any of this. Some of them, I sup¬ 
pose, may have been duped: 
may have fallen for the obvious 
lies, which doesn’t say much 
about their judgment. More, I sus¬ 
pect, were complicit: They real¬ 
ized that the official case for war 
was a pretext, but had their own 
reasons for wanting a war, or, al¬ 
ternatively, allowed themselves 
to be intimidated into going 
along. For there was a definite 
climate of fear among politicians 
and pundits in 2002 and 2003, 
one in which criticizing the push 
for war looked very much like a 
career killer. 

On top of these personal mo¬ 
tives, our news media in general 
have a hard time coping with 
policy dishonesty. Reporters are 
reluctant to call politicians on 
their lies, even when these in¬ 
volve mundane issues like bud¬ 
get numbers, for fear of seem¬ 
ing partisan. In fact, the bigger 
the lie, the clearer it is that major 
political figures are engaged in 
outright fraud, the more hesitant 
the reporting. And it doesn’t get 
much bigger - indeed, more or 
less criminal - than lying America 
into war. 

But truth matters, and not just be¬ 
cause those who refuse to learn 
from history are doomed in some 
general sense to repeat it. The 
campaign of lies that took us into 
Iraq was recent enough that it’s 
still important to hold the guilty 
individuals accountable. Never 
mind Jeb Bush’s verbal stumbles. 
Think, instead, about his foreign- 
policy team, led by people who 
were directly involved in con¬ 
cocting a false case for war. 

So let’s get the Iraq story right. 
Yes, from a national point of view 
the invasion was a mistake. But 
(with apologies to Talleyrand) it 
was worse than a mistake, it was 
a crime.□

President Barack Obama is a 
Christian (despite the fact that 
most Republicans apparently 
still believe that his “deep down” 
beliefs are Muslim, according to 
one poll conducted last year.) 

In fact, according to the Public 
Religion Research Institute, there 
have only been four “religiously 
unaffiliated heads of state in 
American history,” the last being 
Rutherford B. Hayes, who left of¬ 
fice in 1881. This, however, does 
not mean that they did not be¬ 
lieve in God. 

Perhaps the most famous unaf- 
filiated president was Abraham 
Lincoln, who wrote in 1846: 

“That I am not a member of any 
Christian Church, is true; but I 
have never denied the truth of 
the Scriptures; and I have never 
spoken with intentional disre¬ 
spect of religion in general, or of 
any denomination of Christians in 
particular.” 

Now it is almost unconscionable 
to think of a president who didn’t 
believe in God. In fact, a poll last 
year by the Pew Research Cen¬ 
ter found that not believing in 
God was the most negative trait 
a presidential candidate could 
have among a variety of options, 
even more negative than having 
an extramarital affair. 
Furthermore, in the House and 
Senate at the beginning of this 
session of Congress, 92 percent 
of members were Christian, 5 
percent were Jewish, 0.4 percent 


each were Buddhist and Muslim 
and just 0.2 percent were unaf¬ 
filiated. For those doing the math, 
that leaves only one member un- 
affiliated: Rep. Kyrsten Sinema, 
D-Ariz. 

But how long can this overrep¬ 
resentation of Christianity and 
underrepresentation of the unaf¬ 
filiated last in government? Ac¬ 
cording to a Pew report released 
last week, “The Christian share of 
the U.S. population is declining, 
while the number of U.S. adults 
who do not identify with any or¬ 
ganized religion is growing.” In 
fact, the percentage of adults 
who “describe themselves as 
Christians has dropped by nearly 
8 percentage points in just seven 
years,” from 78.4 percent in 2007 
to 70.6 percent in 2014. 

But the report also found, “Over 
the same period, the percent¬ 
age of Americans who are reli¬ 
giously unaffiliated - describing 
themselves as atheist, agnostic 
or ‘nothing in particular’ - has 
jumped more than 6 points, from 
16.1 percent to 22.8 percent.” 
Much of the change comes from 
younger people. According to 
the report, “About a third of older 
millennials (adults currently in 
their late 20s and early 30s) now 
say they have no religion, up 
nine percentage points among 
this cohort since 2007, when the 
same group was between ages 
18 and 26.” 

This begs the question: How 
much longer will this be thought 
of as a strictly Christian nation (if it 
ever really was one) with an over¬ 
whelming Christian government? 
In March, Kevin M. Kruse, a pro¬ 
fessor of history at Princeton Uni¬ 
versity, argued in The New York 
Times Sunday Review that “the 
founding fathers didn’t create 
the ceremonies and slogans that 
come to mind when we consider 
whether this is a Christian na¬ 
tion. Our grandfathers did.” This, 
according to Kruse, began with 
anti-New Deal business leaders in 
the 1930s who linked capitalism 
to Christianity as a public rela¬ 


tions move. 

From there, the idea of America 
as a Christian nation grew and 
expanded so that, according 
to Kruse: “Public Policy Polling 
reported that 57 percent of Re¬ 
publicans favored officially mak¬ 
ing the United States a Christian 
nation. 

But in 2007, a survey by the First 
Amendment Center showed 
that 55 percent of Americans be¬ 
lieved it already was one.” 

But what comes of this idea of a 
Christian nation as the percent¬ 
age of Christians drops and the 
percentage of the unaffiliated 
rises? 

We already see a rising sentiment 
in America that Christianity is un¬ 
der attack and losing the culture 
wars. Some even try to link Chris¬ 
tian persecution abroad to the 
plight of Christians in this country. 
It is true that “Christians in the 
Middle East and Africa are being 
slaughtered, tortured, raped, kid¬ 
napped, beheaded, and forced 
to flee the birthplace of Christian¬ 
ity,” as Kristen Powers wrote two 
years ago in The Daily Beast. And 
the recent rise of the Islamic State 
has made spectacle of the kill¬ 
ings of Christians. 

But, it seems to severely cheap¬ 
en the plight of those Christians 
whose lives were disrupted, de¬ 
stroyed or even taken by com¬ 
paring them to American Chris¬ 
tians who are simply seeing their 
reach and influence wane. The 
issue in this country is less that 
Christians are persecuted as 
much as peevish. 

If the unaffiliated are to make 
their presence felt in terms of 
more representation, it will most 
likely come on the Democratic 
side. As PRRI points out, in 1980 
unaffiliated support for Jimmy 
Carter over Ronald Reagan was 
by a margin in the single digits by 
percentage; in 2012, they sup¬ 
ported Obama over Mitt Romney 
by 51 percentage points. 

That time will come, I believe. But 
for now, unaffiliated is an identity 
as yet unaware of its power. □ 
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Taylor Swift: The Cool One All Along?

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BOSSIER CITY, La. - Toward the end 
of Taylor Swift’s concert at the Cen- 
turyLink Center here on Wednesday 
night, she strapped on an electric 
guitar for the first time of the night 
and began playing some tart riffs 
while singing hungry little fillips. She 
was setting the stage for "We Are 
Never Ever Getting Back Together,” 


the 2012 song that became her first 
No. 1 on the Billboard Hot 100 and 
helped turn her inexorably away 
from country and toward pop 
megastardom. 

In the song, she’s lashing out at a 
dunderheaded ex: "You would 
hide away and find your peace of 
mind/ With some indie record that’s 
much cooler than mine.” 

On the album, she delivers that self- 
referential line with an eye roll, but 
when she sang it here, she turned 
it into a defiant shout. Suddenly, 
the song wasn’t about fretting over 
someone’s opinion; it was about 
knowing you’ve been the cool one 
all along, and finally owning it. 
Whatever underdog anxieties Swift 
might have had earlier in her career 
are mostly gone. With the release in 
the fall of “1989” (Big Machine), her 
fifth album. Swift neatly ascended 
to the top of the pop hierarchy, 
largely by bypassing and ignoring 
most of her peers. She used the 
same blend of guilelessness and 
savvy that made her a radical fig¬ 


ure in country music, and applied 
it to 1980s-influenced sounds that 
made her one of the most conser¬ 
vative figures in pop. 

So she’s still a kind of underdog, 
but a big dog, too. The “1989” al¬ 
bum has gone platinum four times 
over, and this show was the first 
stand-alone date of the American 
leg of her “1989” world tour, which 
will mainly play stadiums. (This are¬ 


na was far smaller, holding about 
13,000 people.) 

The album “1989” is what got her 
here, and "1989” is what she large¬ 
ly stuck to - newly grown-up songs 
about letdown, regret and letting 
go. “Out of the Woods” was boom¬ 
ing and “Shake It Off” was cheeky 
and breezy. Even songs that felt 
like outliers on "1989” were here 
both integral and enrapturing, like 
“Clean,” which lost its spaciness; 
and “I Know Places,” notionally 
about hiding from prying eyes in a 
new relationship, which sounded 
like an action-movie soundtrack. 
For that song, her dancers wore 
drapey, futuristic jackets and shim¬ 
mering full head masks similar to 
the ones Kanye West wore on his 
“Yeezus” tour - spies from the future 
sent to swarm Swift, who dodged 
them easily. 

She largely didn’t meddle with 
the songs from "1989,” but when it 
came to older material, she bent 
the music in unexpected ways. She 
performed “Love Story” in the style 


of "1989.” On the catty, ecstatic “I 
Knew You Were Trouble," she spent 
part of the song singing in a dusky, 
Lorde-like tone. And for “Enchant¬ 
ed," one of her most starry-eyed 
and least convincing songs, she sat 
at a Thunderdome-esque piano 
and sang in a knowing manner, 
yanking the big notes hard and giv¬ 
ing the song new depth. 

Swift has always been comfort¬ 


able onstage, but as she gets 
older (she’s 25), she is more willing 
to make herself awkward when it 
serves the moment. During "Blank 
Space," she acted out that song’s 
angst, contorting her body and 
face and, at one point, wielding a 
golf club with casual menace. 
Though her lyrics have gradually 
begun to acknowledge the sen¬ 
sual, she remains effectively chaste 
onstage, even when flanked by 
shirtless dancers on "I Knew You 
Were Trouble." But her between- 
song chatter, always inspirational, 
now carries the weight of experi¬ 
ence. 

“You are not damaged goods just 
because you’ve made mistakes,” 
she said. “You are not someone 
else’s opinion of you.” 

This pep talk was for herself and for 
the crowd, which consisted most¬ 
ly of girls, who might have been 
seeing Swift for the first time, and 
young women, who might have 
been seeing Swift since they were 
girls. At various intervals, Swift dis¬ 


appeared offstage and the huge 
screen showed clips of some of her 
well-known friends - Selena Gomez, 
Karlie Kloss, Lena Dunham, the sis¬ 
ters of the band Haim, and more 
- singing her praises. It was a pub¬ 
lic service announcement for the 
healing powers of female friend¬ 
ship. 

Swift has been actively cultivat¬ 
ing these friendships as part of her 
retreat from the tabloids in recent 
years. Rather than be known as 
a serial dater, she’d prefer to be 
thought of as a serial befriender. 
Even in “Bad Blood,” a song from 
“ 1989” about an intense rivalry with 
another female performer (most 
likely Katy Perry), Swift has found a 
way to turn it positive. The video is 
a feminist superhero fantasy, with 
oodles of famous guests - proof 
of the power and depth of Swift’s 
Rolodex and her desire to form al¬ 
liances more than cast aspersions. 
In an interview in the June issue of 
Elle magazine. Swift briefly alluded 
to the pop landscape she’s arrived 
at: "I don't really have much of a 
queen complex,” she said. "There’s 
this feeling in music right now where 
you have to just stand on this castle 
turret and not come down and talk 
to anyone and not be approach¬ 
able and not be excitable, and 
you should be sexy and edgy and 
all these things.” 

No names were named - Beyon- 
ce and Rihanna come to mind, 
though - but the comment high¬ 
lights just how little Swift has in com¬ 
mon with her new peers: almost as 
little as she had in common with 
her old peers. "I stalk you on a daily 
basis,” she told the crowd; it’s hard 
to imagine any other multiplatinum 
star doing that, much less admit¬ 
ting it. Notably, there wasn’t even 
a hint of country here, unless you 
count the very young fans who 
still wore sundresses and cowboy 
boots, as Swift did a decade ago. 
She played acoustic guitar briefly, 
on "Wonderland,” a lesser-known 
song that wasn't quite ready to be 
so exposed, but otherwise she’d 
fully decorated this new home, 
covering up all the traces of the 
old. (There were also some open¬ 
ing-night sound issues.) 

If she can remake herself so thor¬ 
oughly in just a couple of years, 
what changes are yet to come? 
Will she collaborate with West, her 
former adversary, as he has said 
he’d like to do? Will she go full Joni 
Mitchell? Could she become a 
romantic-comedy staple, a millen¬ 
nial Meg Ryan? Or will she stick with 
her current path, letting the arbiters 
of cool look at her with a side eye 
while she trounces them all?Q
